4m electronics firm here has developed and “ultimate weapon” for the 
motorist -- and anti-redar radar device which cen be mounted im en automobile to 
seek ovt aad “neutralize” radar speed tropa. 

Providing the motorist with what in effect is his cwn Distemt Early Warning 
(DEW) system ageinst surprise attack, the gadget is teing marketed by Radatron 
Inc. under the name "rader sentry". 

It weighs 11 ounces, is battery operated end small enough to fit in the peln 
of the head. It can “feel” radar impulses focusing in on a moving ento from 
1200 to 1500 feet away... about e thousand feet before the critical point where 6 
police momitor can start to measure accuvetely the speed of the “target”. 

The advance warning would be enough for 211 out the most determined espeeders to 
slow down before they are "fixed" by redar. 

William L. Waytena, 33 genersl manager and founder of Radetron in response to 
numberous complaints about the way police im some areas "vse reader to collect 
revenues”. 

"We have received huadreds of letters, especially from the South, compleining 
against the uncouth tactics of police in hiding their raéer installations in trees 
or bushes or stopping motorist going only one or twomiles over the speed limit,” 
Waytena sald.
